They are to be legal tender for all 
debts, public and private, at their 
nominal value, and the Government 
is to redeem them in gold or silver 
ballion at its option at the Sub-Treas- 
ury.

SENATOR CULLOM has introduced 
into the Senate a bill for the estab- 
lishment of a postal telegraph, con- 
necting the principal peints from 
Portland, Maine, to San Eraacisco, 
and from the largest cities in the 
north to the cities on the Gulf of 
Mexico, with provisions for the con- 
struction of branch lines. The rates 
to be established at ten cents for 
each twenty words for 500 miles and 
five cents for each additionai 250 
miles.

Every little mining and 
other town in the United States 
should now have the benefit of 
electricity as a cheap means of 
communication, the same as they 
now have in mail facilities, a con- 
dition of affairs not likely to be ob- 
tained througli corporations formed 
only for the purpose of amassing 
fortunes. Cheap and reliable tele- 
graphic facilities would stimulate 
to greater activity commerce, man- 
ufactures and mining. The postal 
service, like the mail service, should 
not be operated as a money-making 
scheme, and as now conducted by a 
veritable monopoly. It being for the 
general good of the government 
and every branch of it and a neces- 
sity, scheming corporations should 
not be permitted to traffic in peo- 
ples’ necessities in this service as 
they have dene. Viewed from 
whatever standpoint of prosperity 
and progress the government should 
be the promoter and master of the 
telegraph service as it is now of the 


mail service.

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The Chicago Wool Journal 
thinks so, and we would certainly 
be glad to see a realization of the 
hopes which it expresses. It sums 
up the situation and outlook in 
this way: 

1. European markets are too high 
to admit any foreign wool into the 
United States, under the; present 
duties, except at a loss of 10 cents 
per pound on scoured wool. 2, The 
supply of American grown wool in 
market is smaller than at any ccr- 
responding period for the past ten 
years. 3. The supply in hands of 
manufacturers is smaller, per se, 
than ever before. 4. The absolute 
demand for woolen goods is con- 
stant, and greater than ever before. 
5. The stock of unsold woolen 
goods, both foreign and domestic, 
is less than ever before. 

Under the circumstances, as they 
now appear, we are not afraid to 
predict better prices in this coun- 
try, without any reservation what- 
ever, for the rest of the season. 
We, however, put the coming ad- 
vance on the scoured basis. Wool 
will advance, but dirt wil not. 
Hence an advance of five cents per 
pound on scoured wool will not 
make any holder of woo! shrinking 
70 to 80 per cent. very rich, espec- 
ially if he bought it on a lower 
basis of shrinkage. Good, fine 
scoured wool is worth 65 cents per 
pound, and other grades in propor- 
tion. That will soon be the basis, 
instead of 55 to 58 cents, which is 
quoted to-day. The tariff, as it is, 
has done its worst; as it is to be, it

communicated from one horse ‘to 
another, but the most common, 
perhaps, are those of watering from 
the same public trough along the 
roadside and feeding from the same 
boxes and mangers at hotels and 
livery stables. The common hitch- 
ing racks in the villages and towns 
throughout the country are good 
places for the interchange of dis- 
eases, and to these alone can much 
of the trouble caused by these mal- 
adies betraced. Withoutthinking, 


horses are allowed to stand with 
their heads together for hours at 
the village store, or in the wagon- 
vard in large towns, and yet some 
will wender where their horses 
caught the distemper, or some 
other disease that may be worse. 
The careful horseman keeps a con- 
stant watch for such matters, and 
by so doing saves himself much 
trouble and expense, and some- 
times the lives of valuable norses. 


In the vicinity of the Fort Fet- 
terman wood reservation the 
renchmen are greatly annoyed by 
mountain lions and wolves, which 
destroy young calves and colts. 
Eastern Idaho as well is troubled 
n the same way.
